E. — (1) If any person interested in the estate or untenanted 
land ohjects to the acquisition of the same under this Part of this 
Act on the ground - 

(a) that other laud sufficient and equally suita])le for the 
purposes for wliich the estate or untenanted land is 
proposed to he acquii*ed is available for purciuise by 
the Commissioners or Board, as the case may be, by 
i^ohmtary agreement at a reasomible price ; or 
(/;) that the estate or unteuanted land consists of oi* includes 
land m the occupation of the o'wmer which is, or forms 
part of, a park, garden, pleasure gi'oand, recreation 
ground, demesne, or home farm, or was purchased 
under the provisions of the Irish Church Act, 1869, for 
a sum not exceeding two thousand pounds ; or 
(c) that the estate or untenanted land consists of or includes 
land which lias been pmchased under the Land 
Purchase Acts, or is the property of a local authority, 
or is held by any corporation or company for the 
purposes of a railway, dock, canal, water, or other 
public undertaking ; or 

{d) that if the estate or untenanted land is acquii*ed as 
proposed other land of the owner adjoining the estate 
or untenauted land will he injuriously affected or the 
amenity of the mvners residence will be impaired : 
he may, within the prescribed time and in the prescribed 
manner, apply to the court for an order restraining the Estates

(2) The court for the purposes of this Part of this Act shall bo 
a court constituted of the Judicial Commissioners and hvo Judges 
of the King’vS Bench Division of the High Court to be selected 
from a rota formed for the purpose. 

(3) The court shall hear and determine all applications coming 
before it under this section, and may, if the justice of the case so 
requires, amend the final oifer hy excluding therefrom any part or 
parts of the lands therein described, or (■with the consent of the 
owner and the body by -whom the final offer was sent) by including 
therein any other lands of the owner. 

(4) Where a final offer is amended by the court under tliis 
section, the body by whom the offer was sent may make such con- 
sequential ameudinents in the offer as appear to them to be necessary, 
and the offer as amended in pursuance of this section shall he 
deemed to be the final offer for the purpose of any subsequent 
proceedings under this part of this Act. 

(5) Tlie court vdth respect to any applications coming before it 
under this part of tl)is Act and to ail questions arising thereon shall 
have and inay exercise till the powers, rights and privileges of the 
Chancery Division of the High Court, and the decision of the court 
on any question other than one of law shall be final. 

(6) There shall be an appeal to the court of appeal from any 
decision of the court under this section on any question of law, and 
the decision of the court of appeal on such question shall be final. 

(7) An order of the court or the court of appeal restmimng 
the Estates Commissioners from acquiring land under this Part of 
this Act shall remain in force for five years after it is made. 

(8) Buies of the Supreme Court slnrll provide for the forming 
of a rota for the purposes of this Part of this Act, and for the 
procedure to be adopted on the hearing liy the court, and the court 
of appeal of applications and appeals under this section. 

(9) The expression “ o-wner ” in this section means any person 
having power under the Land Purchase Acts to sell the estate or 
untenanted land. 

E.— (1) Subject to any application to the court under the Applications 
last preceding section, and to the final determination of all ^ 
questions arising thereon, any person interested in the estate or

ftnal oiTei- may apply, within the prescribed time and in the 
prescribed manner, l^y way of olj.iection to tlic court to fix 
the price to be paid for the eshitcj or uuteiianted land, and, subject 
to the provisions of this section, the price shall be tixcd by the 
eoi.irt accordingly. 

(2) Tlie court upon any application under this section, if 
satisfied that the pricf! Ciin move conveniently and properly he 
tixed hy arbitrafion, may — 

[a) on the request of any of the parlies interested other tlian 
the Estate Commissioners and the Congested Districts 
Hoard if the question of price is the solo question or 
sole remaining question in dispute ; or 

(i) in any case where the parties so consent : 
refer the application to an arbitrator to bo appointed by the Court, 
and in the case of any such I’eference the provisions of the Common 
Law Procedure (Ireland) Act, 1856, as amended by any subsequent 
enactment, shall with the necessaiy modifications apply in like 
manner as in the case of a reference to arbitration under that Act. 

(3) In fixing the price to he paid for an estate or untenanted 
land, regard shall be liad to the fair value of the same to the 
owner, hut no additional allowance shall be made in respect of the 
purchase being compulsory. 

(4) The costs and expenses of and incidental to any appli- 
cation under this section shall be at the discretion of the Court, 
and the Court may, if it tliinks fit, order the same to be paid by 
the Land Commission or the Congested Districts Board. 

Completion C. Subject to any application to the court under this Part of 

of purchase, determination of all questions arising 

thereon, the price named in the final offer or fixed as the case may 
be imder this Part of this Act shall be deemed to be the purcliase 
money of the estate or untenanted land, and shall, within the 
prescribed time, be paid into the Dank of Ireland, and the purchase 
shah bo completed and the purchase money distributed in like 
manner and aU the like consequences shall ensue &£ if the estate 
or untenanted land had been purchased by the Land Commission 
or the Congested Districts Board as the case may be by agreement 
entered into lulder the Act of 1903 as amended by this Act upon 
the date of the payment of the purchase money into the Bank.
